The rnltlc industry has 
cycles for two basic 
reasons, according to 
Tommy Beall, director of 
market research. Cattle- 
Fax. First, economics in a 
free market system like 
agriculture—and particu¬ 
larly cuttle—tend to create 
cycles. Secondly, the 
structure and nature of the 
business make the cattle 
industiy very susceptible 
to cycles. 

Beall, speaking before 
the CaUlc-Fax Outlook 
Seminar during the first 
National Cattlemen's 
Assn, convention Jan. 
24*26in New Orleans, La., 
said there are around 1.5 
million beef and dairy 
cattle operators—ranging 
in size from one artim&J to 
thousands—all making in- 
. dependent decisions on 
the fiixo of their opera¬ 
tions, or whethor to get 
Into or out of tho caUlo 
business. 

"Whon cattle are mak¬ 
ing money." he said, 
"they genorally increase 
cattle numbers. Part of the 
nature of our business is 
that when we increase 
numbers-hold back heif¬ 
ers and increase the cow 
herd — slaughter, and 
therefore beef, de¬ 
creases." 

Basil said the cattle 
cycle Itself can be divided 
into three phases: l, the 
liquidation phase where 
the herd is reduced-this 
• Jests two to four years; 2, 
moderate growth period 
for two to four years fol¬ 
lowing liquidation; 3, the 
second part of the expan- . 
sion. phase, which Is the 
rapid build-up phase, of 
two to three years. 

Each cattle cycle of the 
tost BO years has had hs 
own characteristics, in 
addition to the bade eco¬ 
nomic liquidation and 
expansion phase; The 30s 
had the depression and 
drouth; the 40s had World 
War H and controls; the 
g'cie of the , 60s had 
drouth, ‘ historically high 


grain and roughage prices 
in the early 60s, a sharp 
build-up of numbers in the 
early 50s. the liquidation 
phase lasted three years 
and total cattle numbers 
wore reduced 6%, end 
there was a sharp increase 
in cow and non-fed 
slaughter during the 
liquidation period. 

' 'The worst of this cycle 
should now be behind ub, " 
Beall said. "Total cattle 
numbers of this year 
should be at or near the 
bottom in this cycle. Prices 
t have already bottomed. As 
is usual for a liquidation 
period, the Industry has 
probably over-liquidated. 

"With 1.6 million farms 
and ranches owning cattle, 
voluntary supply controls 
are not very feasible in the 
near future. Unless we go 
to government controls, 
cycles always will be a part 
of the Industry. Some day 
we may reach our produc¬ 
tion limit, or technology or 
government controls may 
reguloto our production, 
which would minimize 
cycles. UntU that hap¬ 
pens," he concluded, 
"cycles will need to be 
considered in manage¬ 
ment and planning deci¬ 
sions. Better understand¬ 
ing of cycles and more 
planning will, in them¬ 
selves, help to limit cy¬ 
cles." 

Beall’s final conclusion 
ui his cyclo analysis is that 
the next five years should 
be much more profitable 
than the last four years. 

For the first time In 
several years, there will be 
competition this spring 
between grass interests 


and feedlots for a tighter 
supply of feeder cattle, 
according to Topper 
Thorpe, Cattle-Fax gener¬ 
al manager. This is based 
on the assumption that 
current moisture trends 
will continue, which seems 
to be a pretty good bet. 

"A number of range 
operations are currently 
understocked due to re¬ 
ductions over the past sev¬ 
eral years from both 
drouth and economics," 


Thorpe said. "Therefore, 
there should be ample 
grass supplies available 
for grazing. This will be a 
primary factor in main¬ 
taining and possibly 
strengthening feeder cat¬ 
tle prices during the 
spring period." 

With the reduction 
phase of the cattle cycle 
over, the volume of 
non-fed slaughter will de¬ 
cline, he said. This is par¬ 
ticularly important con¬ 


sidering that hamburger 
has apparently become a 
more popular item over 
the past several years. 
Cow slaughter la a major 
contributor to hamburger 
production, and as it de¬ 
clines in the coming 
several years, the primary 
source of hamburger will 
decrease in volume. 

Thorpe said per capita 
consumption of beef 
should decline each year 
into 1980, down to about 
110 lbs. per person on a 

carcass weight basis. And 
he said feeder cnttlo prices 
in 1978 are expected to

Beef production to 
be down 2-4% in 78 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture said 1978 an¬ 
nual beef production could 
be 2-4% below la9t year’s 
totals. Pork production for 
this year will rise 10%, 
USDA said, and broiler 
production may be up 6% or 
more in 1978. 

Red meat and poultry 
supplies this year likely will 
match or slightly exceed the 
large levels of the past two 
years. The beef supply will 
consist of more fed and less 
non-fed beef as beef feeding 


expands and non-fed 
slaughter drops. 

During the first half of 
197Q, beef production may 
match the year-earlier level, 
USDA said, while pork 
output Booms likely to 
Increase 6-7%. 

USDA said at 116.3 
million head, the Jan. 1 total 
cattle and calf inventory was 
12% below the 1976 peak 
while beef cow numbers at 
38.7 million head, were 
down 16% from that same 
peak.

U.S. consumers

A poll by respected 
pollster Louis Harris finds 
Americans sympathize with 
demands of farm strikers by 
an overwhelming 80-13 
majority.

Bergland also asked the 
committee’s advice on what 
to do about the proposed 
10% feedgrain set aside 
program for the 1978 crop. 
Bergland indicated the 
department was in a bit of a 
quandry over the proposed 
program because of reports 
that program participation 
would be light. 

Bergland said that if 
USDA goes ahead with the 
feedgrain set aside program 
and participation is light 
and there is a big crop, 
prices will plunge because 
so few fanners would be 
eligible for USDA price 
support programs. 

Concerning tho farm 
credit crisis confronting 
young farmers in particular, 
Bergland said ho would 
closely examine a proposal 
from Congressman Glenn 
English (D-Okla.) that 
would allow young fanners 
to consolidate loans made 
with sources other than the 
Farmers Home Administra¬ 
tion (FmHAl and then bring 
the loans under the FmHA 
program to be eligible for 
the recent foreclosure 
moratorium announced by 
USDA. 

Bergland also told the 
committee he would favor 
requiring labeling of pro¬ 
ducts containing palm oil 
and foreign meat to identify 
the two products to 
consumers. He said his 
support of a possible duty 
on palm oil imports. 


however, would depend on 
whatLhe U.S. wouldhavo Lo 
trade off if it imposes one. 

Charges onco again were 
raised that tho USSR staged 
another “grain robbery" in 
1977, this time from 
Congressman Charles 
Grassley (R-Iowa). Grassley 
claimed the Soviets last year 
completely covered their 
requirement for U.S. grain 
through U.S. grain subsid¬ 
iaries overseas to circum¬ 
vent the U.S. reporting 
requirement and financed 
the purchases with activ¬ 
ities in the foreign currency 
markets overseas. 

Bergland and assistant 
agriculture secretary Dale 
Hathaway again said they 
had no evidence that the 
first charge was correct and 
couldn't comment on the 
second charge, since they 
have no expertise in (he 
area. 

Hathaway told the com¬ 
mittee that he raised the 
first charge with the Soviets 
when he met with them in 
Moscow Dec. 15. He said 
they flatly denied, the 
charge. Later, Hathaway 
said the foreign exporters 
also denied the charge. 

During the hearing, 
ranking minority committee 
members William Wampler 
(D-Va.) revealed he and 
committee chairman Tom 
Foley (D-Wash.), have

Help for home butchering 
given in new publications 


Two new publications 
from the Agricultural Re¬ 
search Service (ARS), U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
offer help for slaughtering, 
cutting, preserving and 
cooking both beef and lamb 
on the farm. 

According to the publica¬ 
tions, several factors should 
be considered before 
slaughtering a beef animal 
or lamb for home consump¬ 
tion. The most important 
are health, care of the 
animal prior to, slaughter, 
kind of animal (calf, steer, 
heifer, cow, lamb, or 
sheep), and expected meat 
yield. 

Both publications have 
sections dealing with selec¬ 
tion and care of animal 
before slaughter, preparing 
for slaughter, slaughter, 
chilling the carcass, cutting 
the carcass, meat cookery 
and- freezing and frozen 
storage. The lamb publica¬ 
tion also has a section on 
preserving lamb pelts. 

Well-fed steers' from 


most beef breeds yield a 
dressed carcass weighing 
about 60% of the animal's 
live weight, according to the 
beef publication. For exam¬ 
ple, a 1000 lb. live steer 
, yields a 600 lb. carcass. 
Cutting losses from the 
carcass, such os bone or fat 
trim, vary from 20-30% or 
more. 

A meat-type lamb car- 
cssb, when cut and trimmed 
according to methods de¬ 
scribed in the lamb 
publication, will yield over 
70% of its carcass weight in 
mqjor trimmed cuts.

creation of a grower-pro¬ 
ducer board within the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture; 
immediate import restric¬ 
tions on competing foreign 
agricultural products which 
are depressing U.S. prices, 
and announcement of all 
government decisions af¬ 
fecting any agricultural 
producing cycle in enough 
time for producers to make 
needed operational adjust¬ 
ments. 

The AAM added a new 
twist to its goals by 
announcing it would have 


oilseeds, selling as close to 
100% of parity as possible. 
It would allow private ex¬ 
porters to continue to func¬ 
tion, subject to CCC 
approval of prices, terms 
and conditions of all export 
sales. 

• Set national production 
goals for all agricultural 
commodities, except live¬ 
stock and poultry. Under 
the program each fanner 
would be given a marketing 
quota and issued marketing 
certificates, limiting the 
certificates any one fanner 
could receive to 8600,000. It 
also would limit the amount 
of land a farmer could re¬ 
ceive marketing certificates 
for to 160% of the average 
farm size In the county 
where the farm is located. 

• Set. up a producer- 
owned grain reserve author¬ 
izing a uniform storage rate 
for wheat and corn of 26 
cents per bushel. The 
provisions also would re¬ 
quire interest rates to be ad¬ 
justed or waived if the ex¬ 
tended reserve is not accu¬ 
mulated in one year. 

• Establish a food price 
review board comprised of 
consumers, farmers, gov¬ 
ernment and industry with 
the authority to roll back 
unwarranted food price in¬ 
creases. 


* And make participation 
in the 90% of parity loan 
program conditional upon 
fanner's using conservation 
practices on farm with the 
assistance of the Soil Con¬ 
servation Service. 

The bill also has pro¬ 
visions which would do 
away with tax breaks that 
encourage non-farmers to 
buy farm land for tax pur¬ 
poses. 

The bill would allow farm 
operation losses to be totally 
tax deductible only to those 
persons with 815,000 or leas 
of non-farm income. There 
would be graduated deduc¬ 
tions for those with 
non-farm income between 
816,000 and 830,000. Per¬ 
sons with non-farm income 
of over 830,000 could not 
deduct farm losses. 

Additionally, the tax pro¬ 
vision would require all 
farmers with gross sales in 
excess of 8100,000 to use 
the accural methods of ac¬ 
counting. 

Another section of the bill 
contains provisions dealing 
with farm ownership. Those 
provisions would: 

• Provide grants to local 
and county governments or 
community organizations to 
buy farm land for resale to 
new and young farmers 


iimk<r i-ortain limitnlionM. 
Thom• would limit the farm 
size to no greater thnn 
double the county average 
farm size and not exceed 
BIO acres. 

• Provide long term 6% 
Farmers Home Administra¬ 
tion (FmHA) loans under a 
graduated repayment sche¬ 
dule in a way to help new 
and young farmers. 

• Authorize short term 
3% loans for operating ex¬ 
penses for persons inelig¬ 
ible of receiving loana be¬ 
cause of poor risk qualifica¬ 
tions. 

• And give FmHA au¬ 
thority to grant loans for 
installation of new tech¬ 
nology of appropriate size 
and costs for small family 
farms. 

Other provisions of the 
bill would: 

• Require all large retell 
food stores to display unit 
price slgnB under all good 
products indicating the 
amount of money received 
by fanners for the commo¬ 
dity used to produce the 
product. 

• Authorize grants to en¬ 
courage direct farmer to 
consumer marketing sys¬ 
tems, 

• Create a family farm 
developing service within 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture to coordinate 
and oversee programs to 
help small and moderate- 
size family forma. 

• And direct research 
and educational programs 
toward the benefit of small 
and moderate-size farms.

Hf'k'Ctori incinlii’rH or the 
House »ml Senate agricul¬ 
ture rominittues have mixed 
fouling* about the American 
Agriculture Movement. 
Overall, the congressional 
leaders seem to support tho 
farmers' desire for higher 
farm prices but many of the 
politicians do not agree with 
the group's protest 
methods. 

Typical of the "I 
sympathize but" philoso¬ 
phy are Sonators Robert 
Dole (R-Kan.) and Henry 
Dollmon (R-Okla.). Both 
support fair prices for 
farmers but they do not 
support tho formers’ strike. 
Bell mo rv instead suggests 
the formers urge Agricul¬ 
ture Secretory Bob Borg- 
land to uso hia authority to 
incrooso tho 20% wheat set 
aside to 40% in ordor to 
reduce surpluses. 

According to an nido of 
Senator Richercl Lugnr 
IJt-lnd.), tho Senator does 
not hellovo the farmers' cry 
for parity prices is politically 
feasible. Lugar believes tho 
boat ramedy to the farm 
price problem is more farm 
exports and accordingly, is 
drafting legislation to inject 
additional export programs 
Into the systom. 

Sen. Dole to 
introduce 
target bill 

■ U.S. Senator Bob Dole 
(R-Kan.) said he plans to 
introduce a "flexible parity 
act". which woitfd allow 
grain and cotton farmers to 
Individually choose target 
prices according to. the 
amount of production each 
chooses to cut. 

For example, Dole told 
reporters, if a wheat farmer 
chose to set aside 20 % of his 
. crop, his 1978 target price 
. would be 83 a bushel. If ho 
set aside 25%, his target 
would be $3.25, 30% for 
83.50. 86%, for *4, 40% for 
•4.26, 46% for 84.60 and 
60% for 86.04.' 

Under the Dole proposal,

. target price would be 82.10. 

. For sRcli yoluntary ; increase

Senate agriculture com¬ 
mittee chairman Herman 
Tulmadge, however, sup¬ 
ports tho farm strike, as 
long as the farmers keep it 
peaceful. Talmadgo has 
scheduled a committee 
meeting nnd has asked 
Bergiand to render a ' 'state 
of American agriculture 
address." Reportedly, the 
committee and Bergiand 
will try to develop adminis¬ 
trative., and possibly legisla¬ 
tive remedies to farm 
problems. 

Senator Dick Clark 
(D-lowa) also sympathizes 
with the American Agricul¬ 
ture Movement and sup¬ 
ports the farmers right to 
organize and strike, accord¬ 
ing to one congressional 
aide. Clark thinks the 
former'H goal of parity 


prices is legitimate, but he 
doesn't think the govern¬ 
ment should have to 
guarantee farmers a profit. 

On the House side, 
agriculture committee 
chairman Thomas Foley 
(D-Wash.) is sympathetic 
towards the goal of 
unproved form income and 
concedes that the problem 
should bB looked at closely. 
Although not confirmed, 
some congressmen have 
indicated that the commit¬ 
tee might hold hearings to 
consider amendments to the 
1977 Farm Act. 

Committee member 
W.R. Poage (D-Texas) said 
he’d like to see prices at 
100% of parity, but as yet, 
he has not seen any realistic 
proposals of how to achieve 
it. 



Ranking minority mem¬ 
ber William Wampler ac¬ 
knowledges that the Amer¬ 
ican Agriculture Movement 
has dramatized the farmers' 
plight and brought the 
situation to the attention of 
the American public. He 
feels the agriculture com¬ 
mittee has the obligation to 
look at the legislative 
proposals drawn up by some 
of the dissident fanners. 

Congressman Keith Se- 
belius (R-Kan.) is very 
sympathetic to the move¬ 
ment.

Cautious traders 
liquidate futures 

CAUTIOUS TRADERS LIQUIDATED cattle futures 
ahead of the U.S. Department of Agriculture's cattle 
inventory report. However, that report's total population 
figure was lower than the lowest trade estimate and was 
interpreted as bullish, especially for the deferred months. 
The report's 116.3 million head figure sent the bull market 
in cattle futures into high gear, especially with marketings 
dipping a bit during the bitter cold and blizzard conditions 
of two weeks ago. 

The extended weather outlook calls for colder than 
normal temperatures over the next week or two, so that 
periodic interruptions to marketings can be expected. In the 
meantime feedlots appear fully current but the weather 
itself could lead to bunchings and gaps and provide futures 
with interesting fluctuations. Livestock prices are clearly 
headed higher with futures now in a cycle of establishing 
life of contract highs.
